morning in Hyde Park, the great satisfaction with which His Majesty witnessed 


their regularity and military appearance; and the striking manifestation of their 
cordial and affectionate attachment to His Majesty. It is peculiarly pleasing to 


His Majesty, to observe the effects of the unwearied diligence and attention of the 
Officers, and of the zeal and alacrity of the Volunteers, composing this truly 
respectable force, which entitle them to the strongest expressions of His Majesty's 


approbation; and which gratify the just sentiment of national pride, in the same 
proportion in which they add to the public security. 

His Majesty cannot express the satisfaction he has received on this occasion, 
without tlie pleasing recollection of the principles of attachment to the Constitu— 
tion, under which these Corps have been formed; and, without considering their 
appearance and conduct on this day, as a proof of their firm determination to 


support His Majesty, in transmitting it, with che blessings e to their 
posterity. 


His Royal Highness has peculiar pleasure in making known His Majesty's 

gracious sentiments, on an occasion so acceptable to his feelings; and he requests 

the respective Commanding Officers to take the earliest opportunity of communi- 
cating them to the several Corps, seen by His Majesty this morning.

This gratifying request of the Sovereign's was immediately com- 
plied with. And His Majesty soon after intimated to the different 
Volunteer Corps, in and about the metropolis, his intention to honour 
them, at their respective stations, with a Royal Inspection; which 
accordingly took place on the 21st day of the same month, and in 
manner nearly as follows. 

On the morning of that day His Majesty, accompanied by the Prince 
of Wales, Dukes of York, Kent, Cumberland, and Gloucester, and 
many other Noblemen, proceeded from Buckingham House over 
Westminster Bridge, where His Majesty inspected the different Corps 
drawn up for his reception; and then turned to Blackfriar's Bridge,

where His Majesty was met by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of 
London. The State sword being presented, His Majesty graciously 
returned it to the Lord Mayor, and then proceeded through every 
Station; and having inspected, agreeable to his Royal Declaration, 


the whole Military Force of the City and environs, His _— 


returned highly gratified to his Palace at St. James's. 

During the whole of this brilliant spectacle no material accident 
occurred, to damp the general good-humour of the spectators. Not a 
murmur of discontent was heard: every face seemed to wear the 
smiles of joy, and every tongue to speak the language of heart- felt 
approbation.

ST. JAMES'S VOLUNTEERS. 


Tarts Corps was instituted June, 1797, under the following regulations. 
They provide their own cloathing, do not accept pay for their services, and 
assist the civil power in any part of the metropolis, in case of riot, invasion, 
or other emergency, either in conjunction with other Corps or separately, 
as occasion may demand. 

Her Royal Highness the Duchess of York presented this Corps with their 
Colours, on the zth of July, 1798, in a field belonging to Mr. Calvert, 
at Somer's Town. | 

The St. James's Volunteers at present consist of one Grenadier, one Light 
Infantry, and four Battalion Companies, each of sixty men, Corporals 
included; they have also a Committee chosen every six months, by ballot, 
of which William Blew, Esq. is the present Chairman.

Tn1s Corps was originally formed in the parish of St. Ann's, Soho, which 
name it bore till the year 1797, when, having increased to two Companies, 
and it appearing probable that the numbers might improve much more, if a 
more general name were adopted; application was accordingly made for 
that purpose, and leave granted by His Majesty to take the name of

The Royal Westminster Volunteers were reviewed in 1795, in Mr. Lord's 
Cricket Ground, Marylebone, by the Right Hon. Field Marshal Conway; 
in 1796, on Wimbledon Common, by Lord Onslow; and the day after 
called out by the Magistrates to quell a riot in St. Ann's parish. In. 1797, 
they were again reviewed by General Gwyn, in the King's Mews; and in 
1798, in Harley Fields, by General D'Oyley. *». 

Lady Southampton, on the 253th of May, 1799, honoured this Corps with 
a presentation of their Colours, in the King's Mews, Charing Crosse

LIGHT HORSE VOLUNTEERS OF LONDON AND 
WESTMINSTER. 


COMMANDED BY COLONEL HERRIES. 


Ta1s distinguished Corps was formed so long ago as the year 1779, when 


the French Fleet was off the coast. They did Duty, and rendered essential 


Service, during the Riots in the memorable year 1780, for which they were 
rewarded by Commissions from His Majesty, and a Royal Standard; and 
by the Lord Mayor and Aldermen with the City Standard. These they 
deposited in the Tower of London at the Peace in 178g, and resumed them 
again in the beginning of the year 1794. They consist at present of nine 


Troops of 65 Gentlemen each, exclusive of Officers; but the seventh, eighth, 
and ninth Troops are dismounted, and act as Riflemen, carrying a Rifle- 


barrelled Gun of a new construction, which will do execution at a great 
distance; and their Broad Swords are so contrived as to serve occasionally 
as Bayonets. Cars, or Expedition Carriages, are always ready to convey 
them at the same pace the Cavalry may march. This Corps can only be 
called out in case of Invasion or Insurrection, to do Duty in the Metropolis, 
or within the distance of ten miles. When not on actual Service, they are 
regulated by a Committee of their own choosing, and this Committee elects 


all new Members by ballot, but these cannot join till approved by the King.

Tris Corps was formed late in 1792. On the 7th of December, Mr. Edward 
Foster called a meeting of the inhabitants, and they resolved to arm for the 
protection of each other, and the bringing to justice such persons as disturbed 
the peace, or acted in any way contrary to the laws of the land, or to the 
interests of the Sovereign. This undertaking being more generally known, 
a meeting of the Nobility, Gentry, and others, took place at the Festino Rooms, 
Hanover- square, when a subscription was entered into to carry their plan per- 
fectly into effect. In 1794, his Majesty signed the Commission, and Edward 
Foster was appointed to command. In 1796, additions were made io the 
Corps; and in 1797, four more Companies, to form a Regiment, and two 
Flank Companies: but in April, 1798, after the result of a Court of Inquiry, 
his Majesty was pleased to appoint the Earl of Chesterfield, Colonel, and the 
Hon. Henry Stanhope, Lieut. Colonel, in the room of Col. Foster, and Col. 
Tyler, who resigned. At this time the Regiment was advanced in number 


to 6 30 Rank and File, 21 Drums, go Serjeants, g Field Officers, 7 Captains, 


20 Subalterns, and 3 Staff.
